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^ lis iHoing a new edition of a muaie-book whieh haa already had the rery extraordinary 
nil of 400,000 copies, the publishers beliere there can be no impropriety in styling it the 
■eful collentioD of Church Music ever published. Of the multitade of musin-books 
a large number never reach a sale of 1,000 copies, while a yery small number, only, 
tv«r «9eed 10,000 copies, in sole. But two or three other similar ccUeetions of Church 
Miria. iBiye erer reached a sale of 100,000 oopies, and not one has exceeded 200,000. When, 
in connection with these facts, it is considered that so large a number of Oarmina 
have been sold ; when it is remembered that the sale has extended through so many 
yMTS, and has continued, while a succession of new books have made claim for public ikvor, 
h will be seen that this work has the most emphatic approval possible. 

Oarmiua Sacra was first published in 1841. No extraordinary means being used to bring 
k to notice, its sale was at first moderate. In use, it gave such satisfaction as no other book 
had giren, and thus it rose from its own intrinsic merits. It was Cound, moreover, that the 
■raaie it contained did not wear out with a few times singing. It not only pleased the taste* 
lal won its way to the affections of singers and congregations. Years passed, each bringing 
Its now books of Church Music, which, after a brief and limited circulation, passed away. 
BlQl, * Oarmina" held on its way, until, in 1860, the extraordinary evidence of the merits of 
fhm woik, evinced by its large sale, mduced its proprietors to undertake a revision. Such of 
lli oootMits as had proved least valuable were omitted, and their place supplied by pieces 
whiflh had proved most popular in the author's other works. Thus improved, it was called 
fhm Nbw CAaviNA Sacka, and its sale received a fresh impulse. 

Auother evidence of the merits of this book is found in the fiict that for many years

scarcely a book of Church Music has been published without application being made to the 
proprietors for permission to use more or less of the tunes from Carmina Sacra. Moreover, 
the most popular books published within a few years have been those in which the right was 
secured to use some tunes from this work. 

The amount of good whieh Oarmina Sacra has accomplished in the Chnroli Music of 
America, can not easily be estimated. In this book were first given to the public such tunes 
as Hebron, Boylston, Olmutz, Hamburg, Fountain, Bodea, and others which are heard in 
almost every diurah in the land, and in the use of which the people are enabled to unite in 
the singing. It is not too much to say that ** Carmina Sacra" has done more for Congrega* 
tional Singing than any other instrumentality. The stranger from one extreme of the Unton 
as, in his travels, he worships with a congregation at the other extreme, is enabled to unite 
with them in singing those tunes, from this book, which he had learned to love at home. 
The practically useful oharaeter of the contents of this book, and its consequent wide ciroa- 
lation, have thus been Instrumental in producing the most important results. 

It is fit that no pains should be spared to bi'in^ such a work to the highest state of per- 
fection. In pursuit of this object, some further improvements have been made in the present 
editioa A number of tunes from recent works, which have been well tried and approvod* 
are inserted. New Elements of Musical Notation, prepared by the editor, are also inserted, 
m order to adapt it more thoroughly to usefulness as a text-book for Singing-Schools. 

The New Carmina Sacra, as it now stands, therefore, lias been thoroughly tried and ap> 
proved. It it is not like a work first published, which can not nope to avoid including mudi 
chaff with the wheat The whole has been well winnowed, and the place of the cha£^ which 
was blown away is supplied by pure grain.

g H. Names of Intermediate Tones The intermediate tones are named from 
die acale-tones between which they occur, but with the addition of the word 
SflARP or Plat prefixed or suffixed, to distinguish the name of the former from 
those of the latter. Thus, the intermediate tone between one and two, or be. 
tween C and D, may be named from either of these ; if nanied from one, the 
word sharp is prefixed, and it is called Sharp-one ; if named from two« the 
«wd flat is prefixed, und it la called Plat-two ; agdoi if named ftom C, the 



woixl sharp is suffixed, and it is called C-sraup ; or if named from D, the \" 
flat is sutfixerl, and it is called D-flat. The same principle is applied to 
naming ot' all the other intermediate tones.

S 72« Pauing Tones, Tones not essentially belonging to a melody are oAen 
introduced into music, called Passing Tones. They are sometimes repre- 
sented by notes of smaller size than those in which the music is written, though 
this distinction is not generally observed* 

§ 7t« Apoggiatura. When a passing tone precedes an essential tone on an 
accented part of a measure, it is called an Appogiatura. 

§ 74« After Tone* When a passing tone follows an essential tone, on an 
unaccented part of a measure, it is called an Aptbr Tomb. 

§ 75f The Shake or Trill, A rapid alternation of a tone with the ooojoint 
tone above it, at an interval of either a step or a half-step,, is called a Shake or 
TaiLL. 

§ 76. The Turn, A tone sung in rapid sucoession with the conjoint tones 
above and below it, so as to produce a winding or turning melodic motion.or 
movement, is called a Turn. 

§ 77* Poriamento, When the voice is instantaneously conducted by a con. 
cretc passage, or graceful and almost imperceptible glide, from one tone to an- 
other, so as to produce a momentary previous recognition or anticipation of the 
coming tone, such a carriage or transition of the voice, or such a blending or 
melting of one tone into another, is called Portamento. 

Note 1.— TIm portamento •honk! only ocear between tooet of comperathrely Umg dnriukm, tmd In 
eonnection with words or tones expressive of deep emotion. This beanuftil grace, which« when properly 
introduced, fires an inexpressible charm to singing, is sometimes, nay often, most sadly roi s rs p rs s ented, 
caricatureu, or counterfeited, and coarse slides, or vocal avalanches ara heard in iu niaoe.

NoTK S.— The arnuisition of this form of tone is one of th« most difficult things in the art of song. It 
constitutes the polish or finishing touch m artistic eicellence. ** It u the result," says Garcia, in hu 
admirable ** School of Bingiiig,** ** of all other studies ;** and again, **to draw the tones weU ii to be a 
good siniicr." * 

Note 3.— The application of Crescendo, and Dtminuendb to phraaet and sections, or to paasagei of 
several measures, is bomparatively easy, and constitutes one of the greatest beauties of slioir singing. 

§ 87* Pressure Form. A very sudden crescendo or swell, is called the 
Pressure Form. It is thus marked, < or O. 

NoTB^— This dynamic form is •(»metimes used to express ridicule, sarcasm, or irony. It belongs ommUj 
to burlesque, to the ludicrous, or to tiie comic m tiugmg. 

§ 88t Sforzando, A tone which is produced very suddenly and forcibly, and 
instantly diminished, is called an Bx plosive Tone, or Spoiizando, or Forzan- 
DO, (slort-z.'in do, or fort-zan-do.) It is designated thua >, or by sf, or fz. 

Noti 1.— >This tone-form is of great importance both to the speaker and to the singer. The energetic 
style of singing, as in many of Handel's choruses, for example, is much dependent upon it ; indeed wm* 
degree of it is always needed in the very first utterance of the voice, for without it the tone H-ill be desti- 
tute of life and expression, its power is distinctly felt in the -manner in which good performers on 
stringed or wind instruments prodm^ their tones, or In the very first utterance of a tune, or in the man- 
ner in which the attack is inade upon it. Much of the (l^ilness, heaviness, stujudity, and lifelesaness aor 
preralent in vucal music, and especially in choir-singing, is to be aaributed to the absence of this dynamic 
form of delivery. It is by no means intended that every tone should be given Sforxando ; far indeed from 
this, but the etement of Sfonando is to tones the life*giving power. It is, however, very liable to be over- 
done, and even caricatured ; it requires, therefore, much discretion in its application, for, unless it bo 
directed by good ta»te, it will be likely to degenerate into % mere lungeing or jerking of the voice, grunt- 
like, coarse, and disagreeable. 

NoTK 9.— The mark indicating the preiisure form of trne is often printed imtead of that which indicatee 
the Forzando. The observance of the mark as thus erroneously tppliod would, in many cases, be quito 
ludicrous. The mark is often applied in this form. A* 

CHAPTER XIX. 

EMISSION OF TONE, PUKITY OF TONE, WOBDS, ETC. 

NoTS.^U there is anything of elementary importance in teaching singbig-dasses, it is that of voeal 
utterance, or the emission of the voice. Tins sliould engage the most careful attention of the teacher 
from the very first attempts of the pupil to produce musiciU sounds. A good delivery of the voice, and 
also purity of tone, should be sought for in the very first lessons, and they should be kept coostanUy in 
view during the whole course of instruction. 

§ 89t Emission of Tone. Vocal utterance, or the Mni.-wion of tone, should be 
instuntant^ous, decided, and firm ; without drawling, hesitancy, unsteadiness, 
and the likf. The tone should be produced by a very distinct movement or 
motion ot the glottis, which, being shut, is Kuddenly opened for the emission of 
the sound, as by a " irigorous shock." This motion, or '' i^hock of the glottis," 
has been compared to we action of the lira energetically pronouncing the letter 
p, or to the action in the vault of the palate in articulating the hard c, as in 
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oome, or k, as in kind. The tone thus produced strikes the ear at the precise 
pr>int of time, ns hy percussion. Like a spark from a living coal, it has life 
and power, and makes itself felt. Garcia, in his singing-school, says, " I re- 
commend the shock of the glottis as the only means of obtaining sounds purely 
and without bungling ;" and again he says, *< the master must insist on the tones 
being attained by the shock of the (glottis." 

Nars 1^— Anj one who sires attention to the production of tone* by a good iiutnimentalist, or to the 
■uiner in which they etriie the ear when t^e attack is made upon them, or when they are flnt brought 
ftirth br a akilftii player, cnncot fail to otijicrvc thrir great i>upenority in promptness and energy of deiir- 
ery to thnfe usually heard m smging. The contriut l^iw een the- delivery of instrumentHl and vocal tones 
in a performance of choral munic with orchevtral nccomuaniment is ve^r greut ; while the instrumental 
tones will be aiven with decision^ pith, and character, Ine voice will be tardily drawn out, heavy, dull, 
and UfelesB. Indeed, choir or chorus-singing can hardly be heard without rcveahnv the fhct that what- 
ever proficiency may have been made in reading miitiio, so far as it relates to time aud tune^ llie proper 
Dse of the vocal organs m the enunciation or ^iiii5.«ion of tone h-As been sadly neglected. 

NoTB Sd— ^^ution. In the attempt to ac(]iiire the true delivery of the voice, there is danger that one 
may go ton far, and substitute a shock of the lunfcs, or of the chest, or of the whole vocal region fi»r one 
of the glottis merely. This mnv result in a violent outbreak, rouRh and boisterous, calling forth the 
cemark. " be sings or main force.** It hardly need be said that tliis extreme should be avoided. There 
u n proper medium tor the utteranoe of tones, between a careless, indolent, drawling manner on the one 
hnno, and n tembie vocal eruption on the other. 

NoTB 3.— Let it not be suoposed that an accurate idea of the production of vocal tones can be commu- 
meated by any attempt at description : the true idea can only be impalhed by illostratlon. or tiy living 
•lample. No one who cannot himself produce a tone in a proper manner, can teach a pupil to do so, for 
by pattern, or by example, the work must be done. As it is of little use for a man to preach religion who 
is not himself a virtuous or good man, so the work of a teacher of vocal music, who, in addition to good 
dtiBltKMU or deacriptiona, does not also give good vocal examples, cannot be of much ralue. 

§ Ms. Purity of Tone, A tone is pure when it is full, round, sonorous, and 
resonant, and when no extraneous sound is mixed with it ; it is impure when it 
is stifled or muflled, when it is guttural or nasal, or when it partakes of an as- 
pirated, husky, or hissing quality. 

lloTB.—" The pureat tone is obtained, Urtt, by flattening the whole length of the tongue ; second, by 
fUbmliy raising Um veil of the palate ; third, by separating the pillars at their base."— GAaciA. 

IfarBf The complaiBt is often made that the words cannot be heard, or are not carefblly spoken in 
liMiug; bat it cannot be expected that one who delivers the voice (tones) in a careless, indifferent, 
UlMcai manner. sh«iuld articulate or pronounce words in any other way, whereas, if the habit of a careful 
tttersnne or cmtmion of tones has been fortnetl. it is almost sure that there will be a corresponding 
ilMntion to words. A proper production of tonee is a pre-reqaisite to a good ennnciation of words. 

§ 91* Vowel or Tonic Elements, It is upon the tonic sounds (vowels), only, 
Atat the voice should dwoll in singing. They should be formed with accuracy, 
and carefully prolonged, without change. To insure this, the same |K)sition of 
tbe,vncal organs should be preserved during the whole continuance of a tone, 
Iky change or motion of the throat, moath, or tongue, nor indeed of the head or 
Wiy, aiwuld be permitted.

§ 76. The Turn. A tone sung in rapid succession with the conjoint tones 
above and below it, so as to produce a winding or turning melodic rootion.or 
movement, is called a Turn. 

§ 77t Porkwiento. When the voice is instantaneously conducted by a con- 
cretc passage, or graceful and almost imperceptible elide, from one tone to an- 
other, so as to produce a momentary previous recognition or anticipation of the 
coming tone, such a carriage or transitbn of the voice, or such a blending or 
melting of one tone into another, is called Portambnto. 

Note 1.— The portamento thoold only occur between tones of oompenitiTely long dmiukm, end in 
connection with words or tones ezpressiTe of deep emotion. This beeutiftil grace, which, when properly 
introduced, gtres en inexpressible charm to singing, is sometimes, ney often, most sadly misrsnrasentM, 
caricatured, or counterfeited, and coarse slides, or rocal avalanches are heanl in its plaoe. Fenrari, bi 
his ** Singing Method,'* has applied the very signiUcaiit term ** harsh shrieks** to these nightlU lurehings 
of the Toice ; but, by whatever name they may be called, they should be ntost wat^hAUly and dstermin 
ately eschewed.

§ 92* The most important vocal element to the singer is that which is heaid 
in the word ah, as in arm, harm, charge, calm, etc., and which is represented 
by the letter a with two dots over it, thus, ft. This is the richest, most open, 
broad, and euphonious sound that can be found in any language, or tl^at can 
be produced by the human voice. It is also the most natural sound, for, 
while all other sounds require some preparation or modification of the vocal or- 
gans, this is produced by merely dropping the under jaw, so as to open the 
mouth in the most easy and natural way. It is of great importance that t^e 
pupil should acquire the true sound of this element, since it prepares the way 

for all the others. 

NoTB.— This is not the place to attempt a ftiU description of the elements of the language ; a teachd^ 
of vocal musie must be su|^ioeed to be familiar with these. It may be well, however, to say. that the 
tonic element hsard in the word Do (Doo), will be found very osafUl, espsoiaUy for ■fffti*'ffng and smooth- 
ing the voice. 

§ 9St Consonants, These should be delivered quickly, smartly, distinctly, 
and with the greatest precision. Yet, since they do not sing, they should be 
given with no more force than is necessary clearly to identify the word spoken. 
The. neglect jof a careful utterance of the consonants, is a principal cause of 
indistinctness in the articulation of words. 

8 94« Accent, Emphasis, and Pause, The laws to which accent, emphasis 
and pause are subject in reading, should also be observed, generally, in sing- 
ing ; but if poetry is to receive a musical expression, it must be, to some es- 
tcnt, subjected to the laws of music ; yet the laws of music must not be per- 
mitted to conflict with those of elocution, but such a liberal interpretation of 
both must be allowed as will enable the singer most happily and eflectively to 
unite tlie two— speech and song. 

§ 95« Finally, in all iroca! performances close attention should be given 
to both words and music. The. singer should grasp the spirit of both, and make 
them his own ; he should make an entire surrender of himself to his woik, 
throw in his whole soul into the performance, and produce a living song, whidi 
shall draw out his own heart, and the hearts ^i those who hear ; so Shall he 
produce the efl^ect for which musio is designed, and for which it is so admirmhly 
adapted.

^NoTl 1.— Any one who rim attention to the production of tones by a good inatnimeotaliit, or to tho 
manner in which they etrijie the ear when t^ attack m made upon them, or when they are Irtt brought 
forth br a skilful player, cannot fail to obaerre thctr great supenonty in promptness and energy of deuv- 
ery to those usually heard in smging. The contrast l^iween the delivery of instrumentMl snd vocal tones 
ia a perfonnanca of choral mu!>iic with orchestral accomuaniment is rerj grent ; while the instrumental 
tones will be civen with decision^ pith, and character, ttie voice will be tardily drawn out, heavy, dull, 
and lifeless. Indeed, choir or choms^nging can hardly be heard without revealing the Aict that what- 
ever proficiency may have been made in reading music, so far as it relates to tune and tune^ llie proper 
use of the vocal organs m the enunciation or ^misnon of tone has been ssidly neglecteil. 

NoTB 1. — Caution. In the attempt to acquire the true delivery of the \'oiee, there is danger that one 
may go too (kr, and substitute a Khoc.k of the lungs, or of the chest, or of the whole vocal region fur one 
of the glottis raerelv. This mav result in a violent outbreak, rough and boisterous, calling forth the 
remark. " he siiigs by main force.** It hardly need be said that thu extreme should be avoided. There 
is a proper medium for the uttentnee of tones, between a careless, indolent, drawling manner on the one 
hand, and • ternble vocal eruption on the other. 

NoTi 3.— Let it not be supposed that an aocunite idea of the production of vocal tones can be comma- 
mcated by any attempt at description : the true Idea can only be impahed by illustration, or by living 
•sample. Ko one who cannot himself produce a tone in a proper manner, can teach a pupil to do so, for 
by pattern, or by example, the work must be done. As it is of little use for a man to preach religion who 
is not himself a virtuous or good man, so the work of a teacher of vocal music, who, in addition to good 
dtfinltioni or desctipCioii% does not also give good vocal examples, cannot be of much value. 

§ tOst Purity of Tone. A tone is pure when it is full, round, sonorous, tmd 
resonant, and when no extraneous sound is mixed with it ; it is impure when it 
is stifled or muffled, when it is guttural or nasal, or when it partakes of an as- 
pirated, husky, or hissing quality.

lfoTB.~The complailit is ofteo made that the words cannot be heafd, or are not careAilly spoken in
